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JOHN CARMEL HEENAN, THE BENICIA BOY. 


Heenan first saw the light in the year 1834, in the Naval Arsenal at Troy, 
United States, where his father was employed in the laboratory department 
of the gun factory as acharger of shells. His father and mother were both 
Irish. Atan early age he became a forgeman at Benicia, from whence he takes 
his nick-name; and it was while working here that he from time to time dis- 
played fistic powers of no ordinary quality. With the true Hibernian blood in 


him, he had several turns up in California, and when he got to New York he 
was fortunate to secure an Inspectorship of Customs under Government, but 
this after his defeat by Morrisey. He is 6ft. se in height, possesses excel- 
lent shoulders, a fine chest and back, but his loins are, for his height, 
decidedly slack. His head is well set on; his neck good; his arms long, lean, 
and muscular; his understandings, too, are long and made in Nature's best 
mould, being quite straight and very sinewy. His revisiting the scene wherein 
he obtained a name which will long be remembered by all lovers of true courage 
and scientific boxing enables us to present our readers with his picture. It is 
from the last photograph hehas sat for, and presentsa very striking likeness.

ANGLING. 


We you are doing your best here, I will move a few yards higher, to 
the point where the stream pours itself over the rocky ledge into the 
pool. There ought to be a good trout or two lying in the eddies. 1 have not 
long to wait, you see—a sharp, decided run immediately. I am_ fishing 
from the rocks considerably above the level of the water; so I must bring my 
fish down in order to land him, and must keep him well in hand, or he will 
carry the line under some shelving stone or round some old root. Two or 
three vigorous rushes, and an indignant flounce at the top of the water, and 
he turns on his side, not a handsome specimen certainly—rather black, and 
too large in the head. In the South we should turn him in again that he 
might have a chance of getting into better condition, but hereabouts that 
desirable consummation will probably synchronize with the Greek Kalends; 
so we may as well have him now as any time. We will measure him by the 
conveniently graduated rod-butt. 13}inches, and not much over a pound, 
after all... He has probably not run up from the river, but is a native of the 
burn. I will attach another shot or two, put ona rather larger worm, and 
take a throw into the rough water, so that my bait may be carried gently into 
the heart of the pool; and I will allow it to move for a minute or two at the 
will of the current, without guidance from the hand. . 
So I may lay my rod down, and place 
a stone on the butt, while 1 discuss a 
sandwich. The line is slowly and almost 
imperceptibly drawn, now this way, now 
that, according to the influence of the 
eddies; but now there is a steadier run 
forward—and again it slackens—another 
gentle, steady pull, without any twitching 
movement, however — then follows a 
vigorous strain, and the point of the rod 
dips almost to the water. In the name 
of all that's wriggling and slimy, an eel! 
and he has found out that there is some- 
thing just a little peculiar about tho 
worm he has so incautiously bolted; and 
he is making off to his tangled strong- 
hold, a movement which will infallibly 
bring us to grief if we permit it, so we 
will have him up at once—a lazy, ‘ wob- 
bling" resistance, and here he is on the 
gravel under my foot, and I proceed to 
extract the hook which he has swallowed 
-——by no means so far as he would if I had 
given him time. There are many more 
of his brethren here, no doubt; and by 
sinking the bait | might soon fill a basket 
with them; but I say with Hiawatha, 
* You are not the fish I wanted.” . He is 
not much burt, so let him go. Eels are 
about as much in request here as an 
article of food as pork is among the Jews. 
You have got five trout, yousay. Yes, I 
see; pretty fair for a beginner, in twenty 
minutes. But what's the matter now? 
Got your line fast at the bottom? So you 
have; you are fairly ‘‘cragged,” as they 
call it in these parts, and you have tried 
the usual remedies “made and pro- 
vided" to no purpose, you say. Let me 
take the rod. I will wade across to the 
opposite bank, on the shallows, and try 
what a pull in the other direction will do; 
it often succeeds when nothing else will. 
No, it won't do. We must even take hold 
of the line, and apply main force. So! 
here it comes away, but minus the hook 
and most of the gut-line. Put on another, 
and let us make our way up stream, . We 
‘have two or three miles to go before we 
turn. Wind up your line for a time, and 
observe the water I fish, and the results, 
‘Then you shall go on “on your own 
hook.” This shallow rapid I shall pass 
over. The current is too strong, and 
there is not enough harbourage for the 
fish. But here, where the burn spreads 
out into a wider bed, shallow at the edge, 
and deepening gradually to apparently 
four feet or so, under an overhanging 
bank, is a pretty safe venture. I fish it 
up, you see, beginning, too, with tho 
shallow, and, by degrees, making my way, 
by wading, to the deeper portion. One, 
two; three out of the shallow at once—two 
from under the bank, and one (three- 
quarters of a pound, I should say) from 
the back-water where the white foam is 
floating. Now we come to a piece of water 
interspersed with largish rocks and stones, 
breaking the current, and leaving little 
bays, so to speak, behind each. Pretty 
sure to be a trout or more in each of these 
resting-places. So it turns out, you see; 
and the basket is getting heavier, though 
the fish are small. We have next in our 
upward course a nice-looking stream and 
pool; but I do not try it. Why? Because 
I have fished it several times on former 
occasions with scarcely any success. There 
is something in the nature of the bottom 
robably which prevents trout from lying 
nere. Now, the advantage that I gain 
from this slight knowledge of the water 
is, that I can expend the time which I 
should have thrown away here More pro- 
fitably elsewhere. How great an advan- 
tage, then, must a local angler who knows 
the water thoroughly have over casual 
comers. But, come, you had better be 
fishing on your own 2ccount now, whethet 
you do it well orill; and do not expect 
too much at once. 10U Cannot become an 
adept in the art “per saltem.” Two forks 
_ of the burn, aS yOu see, unite here. Each 
of them is worth fishing for a mile and a 
half further or so, and youshall take your 
choice of them, or rathor I will direct your 
choice. You had better go up the right- 
hand branch ; this to the left is rather 
cumbered with brushwood.

NEWMARKET NOTES. 


“THar coming events cast their shadows before” is scarcely applicable to 
things in general, and certainly not to the Newmarket Craven im particular, 
for there is scarcely any decided outline of the next week's proceedings flitting 
before our mind’s eye at this present writing. We generally look back on the 
past in order to gather information on the future, and we are bound to say that 
our retrospective glances do little to decide us as to our choice of animals 
to represent us at the metropolis of the turf. As we cannot decide the merits 
of the fields by their past public performances we wil! endeavour to base our 
judgment on another foundation, and commence our task with merely a 
passing allusion to two horses, who have come out from something like 
obscurity into large prominence; these are Caractacus and Elcho, both de- 
serving the notice taken of them. There can be little doubt they will figure 
conspicuously in the forthcoming events. 

It would be mere waste of space to go through the entire programme, which 
commences on Monday and extends over Friday, so we will hastily epitomise 
the minor events thus :— 

A sweepstakes of £50 over the R. M. has several subscribers, including the 
names of Exchequer and Agag.

The representative of la belle France will, undoubtedly, be Finlande, 
but we are not inclined to think that there will be any success attending the 
pick of the lot. Ducat will never do at*any price; true, he made an awkward 
stumble in the Metropolitan, and yet succeeded in obtaining a place, but this 
is not success sufficient to warrant our thinking favourably of him in such 
company as he will be on this occasion.

THE OXFORD AND CAMBRIDGE BOAT RACE. 


This great race never came off under fairer aspects than on Saturday morning, 
which broke as bright and placid as could be desired. As a matter of course, 
the river was crowded with craft of every description, from the heavy and 
overcrowded steamboat to that light and feathery shell, only equalled in specd | 
and instability by the canoe of the Indian, and positively enough to shake the 
equanimity of the weak of nerve to contemplate, as with lightning speed it 
dashed in and out between the heavy vessels. The whole of the steamers 
accompanying the raco started from London-bridge with a goodly freight, 
which increased at every pier. At these stopping places on the viyer the 
scene was of the most enlivening description, crowds of pleasars scckers 
choosing their favourite boat, and attempting to reach it at the risk of limb; 
bands playing away the mostfascinating strainsin anticipation of determining the 
wavercrs between the advisability of patronising a ‘ Citizen A,” 0 r+ Citizen B.” 
and the tout ensemble presenting a picture of that delightful mingling of 
frantic excitement and outrageous enjoyment, always a great characteristic 
element.in the true English pleasure seeker’s commencement of 2 day's fun. 
At the intermediate piers between London Bridge and Putney it was a notice- 
able fact, that the colours of the men of Oxford were largely in the avcondant, 
so much £0 as to lead one to suppose that the report cf the unfayoumble char- 
acter of the Cambridge crew, wivign presided whem before they put iin appoar- 
ance. at Putney, had placed them some distance in arrear of that fickle thing, | 
public favour; this, too, in spite of thoadmirabie mannerin which they acquitted | 
themselves in their final practice on Friday. ; ; } . 

Poth crews were fully alive to the importance of teaving no stone unturned 
in order to effect the slightest improvement in themselves and their boats. As | 
a, proof of this we may notice that the seats of the coxswains in each boat had 
peen shifted one foot further back than originally placed.- The Cambridge | 
men lowered their seats and shifted their outriggers. At Putney Bridge the 
scene was particularly interesting. At the Star and Garter there was an 
expectant throng lining both banks of the river, all anxiously awaiting the 
appearance Of the rival crews, Outside of the Duke’s Head there was a perfect 
throng of equestrians, and the usual gathering of itinerant vendors doing a | 


At two minutes before twelve the Cambridge boat put off from Sim- 
mon’s yard amidst the cheers of the spectators, and rowed with a rapid 
stroke to the starting place, followed at the next minute by the Oxford 
boat from the house kindly placed at their service by the London Rowing Club. 
They also took up their position without loss of time. Of course, there was'the 
customary incidents on ‘the river, At Hammersmith a gentleman whoihad 
placed himself in @ precarious situation on the paddle-box of ‘one of ‘the 
steamers was rewarded for his temerity with a dip in the anyihing but crystal 
Thames, He kept afloat pretty well, and sas picked up in a few minntes 
by a two-oared boat which was fortunately tugged by a ‘Steamer. 
At Barnes the scene Was unusually brilliant; the number of persons con- 
gregated there was ‘enormous, and the excitement intense. At Mortiake 


was hailed with enthusiastic cheering, whilst the Cambridge boat was greeted 
with consoling shouts of encouragement, All things considered, it would, be | 
difficult to find a parallel to the happy issue of this match. Throughout the 3 
whole course there were nO Obstructions to the contending crews, and the 
steamers accompanying the race on this occasion, with one exception, behaved

The course was from Putney Bridge to the Ship, at Mortlake, a distancé of 
4 miles } furlong. 


We now proceed to give a minute account of the race, commencing with 
THE START, 


which was effected amidst intense excitement, the Cambridge taking the 
Surrey side and the Oxford the Middlesex shore, at seven minutes past twelve 
oclock, both getting away very evenly together, but Oxford nearly got clear 
cpposite London Boat House. On approaching Craven Cottage the Oxonians 
were near a clear boat's length in the van, the cheers being tremendous. Tha 
rowing of both crews was remarkably strong and good, but not par- 
‘ticularly artistic. Opposite the Crab ‘Tree the clippers from the classic 
banks of the silvery Isis had increased their lead to another half boat's length, 
and it looked almosta certainty, as they were going ahead by the most tremen- 
dous exertions. After passing Hammersmith Bridge the Oxford rowers were 
still gallantly forging ahead, being two boats’ lengths clear; and the interest was 
considerably slackened, as barring accident it seemed almostan impossibility they 
could be over-reached, At the upper end of Chiswick Ait, Oxford was fuil tive 
or six boats’ lengths in advance, and the cries of ‘all over" reigned predomi- 
nant as to a favourable issue for them. So the rival crews proceeded, palling 
vigorously away for Barnes Railway Bridge, under which the Oxonians passed 
in 19min. from the commencement of the race. Jn a short time they were 
speedily nine boats clear of their opponents, and eventually won, with the 
greatest imaginable ease, by eleven or twelve boats’ lengths. 

The .Oxford winning crew had the best station, and were by this 
mainly enabled to get clear, which they did very early in the race, 
and so settled down coolly to their work. The water was rather “lumpy,” 
and so it operated against the Cambridge gentlemen, whose crew 
was far lesser than we have known for many years. The Oxford evidently 
performed better in public than in their private tials, which we have pre- 
viously noted in these columns. Itisalmost needless to add that the entlu- 
siasm which prevailed was boundless in the extreme, and the cheers were 
re-echoed from shore to shore, amidst the waving of hats and handkerchiefs, 
as the winning crew eased to after the firing of the gun, when they had 
completed the specified distance. The losers Struggied hard, but there was so 
much !and water that their chance was completely out before they had travelled 
one-half of the distance—the rival crew being far superior iv strength snd 
ability to accomplish a successful purpose. The time, as taken on the Venus 
(Captain Sharplin), one of the best old boats running, was twenty-three 
minutes and a half. The Oxford men have now won two years im suc- 
cession. The legitimate betting on the day was 2 to 1 on the Oxonians; 
although the investments at-most of the clubs on the preceding even- 
ing were made at 5 to 4 in favour of the Cambridge men, in con- 
sequence of Mr. Hoare, the well-known stroke of the Oxford, having sprained 
his wrist, and he rowed with it bandaged. His task was a most difficult 
one, and the pains-taking manner in which he acted throughout the race is 
altogether commendable. Indeed the crews of both cities are entitled to every 
degree of eulogism for their strenuous endeavours to maintain their rowing 
celebrity, Of these two crews it is scarcely necessary to say more than that 
if they did not reach the consummate excellence of some which we have been 
accustomed to look back upon as the highest standard of form and beaaty, 
they were yet a good average specimen of University rowing; and while 
Oxford lacked somewhat the quick recovery and the forward reach. Cambridge 
would have done better to have rowed a little deeper. The four after-oars of 
Oxford were very good, and in the Cambridge boat judges seemed to single 
out Messrs. Gorst, l"itz-Gerald, and Buchanan for especial praise 

In the evening the crews dined together with the 'Uhamies Subscription Club, 
at Willis’s Rooms, the Hon. George Denman presiding, and there being about 
150 persons present, including some foreign Ministers, and other persons of 
position, with a great number of past University men, and prominent rowing 
men of the day. 

After the disposal of a good dinner, and the ordinary loyal and patriotic 
toasts, the chairman proposed “The healths of the University Crews of that 
day," coupling with it the names of Messrs. Hoare and Richards, the captains 
of the Oxford and Cambridge boats. He said that, although not the closest. it 
had been a most exciting and interesting race; that it was impossible to 
speculate with any degree of certainty upon the probable result, so eveuly 
were they considered to be matehed, before the start, and that the rowing had 
reflected the greatest credit upon both crews. He dilated upon the endurance 
and self-sacritice of men forming University crews, congratulated the Oxonians 
upon their success, and complimented the Cantabs upon having retained tueir 
pluck and honour, although beaten. 

Mr. Hoare, captain of the Oxford boat, in returning thanks, said he thought 
that the great recommendation of his crew was their superior weight, for in 
time and style the Cambridge bore off the palm. As the Oxonians had been 
successful this time, he hoped they would be equally fortunate in years to 
come, 

Mr. Richards, captain of the Cambridge crew, said he had had the honour to 
row twice against the Oxford University, and had been twice defeated, without 
even the gratification of a close race. He was aware that be required heavier 
and stronger men for a long course and rough water, but be could not get 
them. He then complained of the annoyance the crew had experienced while 
rowing from the accompanying steamboats, and pointed out that it was 
impossiblo for his crew to row together through their wash. He hoped that 
sonie means would be taken to prevent a recurrence of the unpleasantness. 

A number of other toasts followed.

MODEL MATCH ON THE TYNE. 

A match of a novel nature took place on the Tyne on Saturday, near

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VETERINARY PRACTICE. 


Pernars in scarcely any other art has more progress been made than in that 
of veterinary practice in the last ten years. Before the first Exhibition in 1851, 
and although the Veterinary College had been founded a number of years, the 
professors of the latter, and the great majority of practitioners in all parts of 
the kingdom, were content to follow in the footsteps of their fathers—the cow 
leech of old; and the cautery, with all its cruelty, and bleeding, with all the 
follies of depletion, were the ‘ be-all and end-all” of the horse doctor. But now on 
the approach of another “Great Exhibition," what immense studies have been 
made between the two periods of ‘51 and '62, and great triumphs of the 
veterinary art can now also be recorded. Master spirits have arisen who have 
reduced theory to practice, have thrown down the barriers of ‘‘ protected and 
exclusive” prejudices, and boldly struck out a new path, aided only by their 
own inherent skill, backed by the public, and that, too, in spite of professional 
jealousies, or interested corporations. Foremost among the pioueers stands 
our old friend, Mr. Major, the well-known V.S. in Park-lane, Piccadilly, 


who, strong in his own honest convictions, and, what is of more 
importance still, his successful treatment, battled bravely against 
the revolting system of firing, that all have now been forced to 


forego that practice, with only few and very rare exceptions. The 
racing stables, hunting and farm establishments in all parts of the 
kingdom, have had the successful proofs of his mode of treat- 
ment, and that greatest of all dreads to the ‘ high-mettled racer"—breaking 
down—has been met; and, what is of more essential consequence, can in most 
cases be avoided by timely attention, and following rules so simple, and at 
the same time so convincing, from their very simplicity, as to carry con- 
viction at once even to the most sceptical and prejudiced.” Any 
one who, by his own unaided exertions against great difficulties and opposition, 
can truthfully say that he has abolished “firing and blistering,” and in most 
cases practices of a most depletory character, can well boast of much success 
achieved in the last ten years. Under the above head we shall, from time to 
time, treat of “Veterinary Practice,” and as we wish only to promulgate 
truth, come from what quarter it may, we have thought it but right to mention 
one gentleman, to whom, more than any other, are we indebted for the 
rapid strides lately made in the healing art, as applicable to our domestic 
animals, whether they be those who minister to our comforts, our pleasure, or 
the various duties that animals have to perform, more particularly the ‘* noble 
horse.” The great scourge of * pleur-pneumonia,” or lazy disease, from which 
s0 many cattle and sheep have fallen victims, can now be successfully treated. 
And here again Mr. Major’s treatment is more apparentin its success ; and, 
what is of still more importance, its “prevention” is almost rendered a 
certainty. Of such vital consequence are these subjects to a majority of our 
readers that we shaljl again, and further enlarge on their treatment, sufficient 
being now that we have called attention to matters which so much concern the 
great body of the public.

HERE aro few persons whose life has been more romantic than that of 
the distinguished American actress whose portrait this week graces the 
ILLUSTRATED Sportina News. Captured at an early age by Indians, the then 
petite Adah Isaacs (of Jewish descent, as the name implies) was compelled to 
live many years among these semi-barbarous tribes, and but for the intrepidity 
and daring of a gallant colonel, who succeeded in rescuing her from these 
wily savages, might still have been an untutored, though none the less 
beautiful, Indian princess. The young lady next joined a ballet corps as 
premier danseuse in a Western theatre; was subsequently married to Mr. 
Menken, a literary celebrity. The grand cause of bringing our heroine into 
public favour was the forming a company of volunteers in Ohio, the “ Dayton 
Light Guard,” and acting as their captain. From this hour she became the 
universal theme of conversation, like a second Joan of Arc. Having now 
adopted the stage as a profession and calling, she played highly successful and 
remunerating engagements in all the leading American theatres. Was divorced 
from Mr. Menken, and in 1859 became the wife of a famous gladiator. She 
continued playing, however, under her former name until her husband's 
departure for England, when, by the urgent solicitations of the Bowery Theatre 
managers, permission was granted to use the party’s name above referred to, 
both on the playbills and in advertising. Here commenced the lady's first 
troubles; certain public journals having taken umbrage thereat, and belched 
forth a torrent of abuse, amounting, in many instances, to grossinsult. But 
there was at least one honourable exception, Frank Queen, Esq., editor of the 
New York Clipper (the theatrical organ of America); and he battled so fear- 
lessly, yet nobly, in behalf of the talented artiste, that in a few short months he 
gained a complete and triumphant victory over her enemies, At the present 
day her former calumniators vie with each other in eulogy! Notwithstanding 
the recent unhappy state of things in America, Adah Isaacs Menken's success 
throughout the past year has been astounding, and many a manager has cause 
to be thankful indeed to perhaps the only mediator between himself and the 
sheriff. In addition to reigning one of the most versatile performers of the 
day, she unites the accomplishments of a graceful dancer, excellent vocalist, 
rare linguist, and remarkably original poetess—a combination of attributes 
that must stamp her as one of the most extraordinary females living. The 
lady is tall, and of fine, commanding figure, with abundance of raven-black 
hair, large dark eyes, and very animated expression. There is every probabi-

BILLIARDS. 


1 pursuance of our promise we now proceed to give & little furthor instrne- 

tion to the novice and a few hints to billiard players generally, presuming 
they will tend to make the game what it ought always to be considered, 
a gentlemanly amusement, equally well suited to the man of means as to 
others inferior in station, who may occasionally seek, at & small expense, the 
Telaxation from the toils of business so congenial to the feelings of all men. 
It may not be out of place, in the first instance, to remark that the etiquette of 
the billiard table is one of the things most important to be studied. Bad 
manners should be carefully avoided, and care should always be taken to aid an 
opponent &s much as possible in playing the game to the best of his ability. 
Many players are in the habit of whistling, chaffing, or making a noise during 
the time their opponents may be striking; others place themselves behind the 
pocket about to be played for, and thus prevent the striker from taking that 


steady sim necessary for accomplishing the desired object. To such antics as | 


these we have a decided objection, and would much prefer not playing 
at all than to play with an opponent having a desire to indulge in them. 
Other persons exhibit a want of temper, and consider that a few lucky strokes 
on the part of an opponent must necessarily win a game, forgetting that steady, 
careful play will almost invariably conquer bad luck, and that it is always 
better to be able to play an up-hill game than to run away “ie chance from an 
opponent through favourable breaks of the ball constantly happening. Ina 
public room gentlemen should play the game without noise, observation, boast, 
or satire, any of which is calculated to disturb the even tenour of the interest 
naturally excited as to the result. On commencing a game the great object 
is to mark the position of the balls, and, if a score is not apparently easy, give 
& miss under a side cushion, or in such other place as may render it most diffl- 
cult for the opponent to score. Never play with carelessness, nor throw away 
a chance; and be specially particular as to the strength of the table, and the 
force with which you strike your ball, as much more depends on strength than 
the power of making any hazard of a dificult kind. A player who has iris Wade 
the particular strength of a table will soon knowhow hard a losing hazard should 
be played into the middle pocket in order to bring the object ball down from 
the top cushion over the middle pocket again: and this, being one of the most 
attractive portions of the game, should never be lost sight of. We have often 
seen from flve to seven consecutive red hazards made into the middle pockets 
by # person who, in other respects, played an indifferent game, proving that 
strength more than compensates for hard hitting and all tho luck that fre- 
quently attends that style of play. 

In a future article we shall make some observations on the mechanical 
portion of the game, illustrate particular strokes by tho aid of diagrams, and 
show how the game is to be acquired by a beginner. It was our intention this 
week to have reported at length one or two interesting amateur matches which 
have been on the tapis for some time past, but which have been postponed in 
consequence of the absence of one of the players. We hope, however, to be 
able in our next to supply the particulars. 


ROBERTS AND BOWLES. 


On Monday evening Saville House, Leicester-square, was very numerously 
attended, to witness one of those exhibitions of splendid billiard playing, with 
which the public have become familiar since Mr. Roberts has been located in 
the metropolis. In this match Mr. Roberts gave his opponent, Mr. Bowles, 
300 in 1,000. At the early part of the game Mr. Bowles made some long scores 
in several breaks, the longest being 130, consequently Mr. Roberts made little 
progress in reducing the odds given. When Mr. Bowles was 701, Mr. Roberts 
had scored 455; at 800, 616; at 902, 808; Mr. Roberts having made from one 
break 110, the best part of them by his favourite stroke from the spot. He was 
much applauded on making some of his finest strokes. The game was won 
by Mr. Bowles, Mr. Roberts having obtained 880.

MR. SOTHERN AS “LORD DUNDREARY.” 


E present our readers with a portrait of a personage who has sent all 
London into ecstacies, and made it ring from end to end with boils. 
terous laughter. Last year Mr. Sothern made his first appearance at the 
Haymarket Theatre as Lord Duendreary, in a comedy, entitled “Our Americas 
Cousin."" He came before the public unheralded, and before a week hag 
passed had firmly established himself as one of the most original eccentrig 
comedians who had ever appeared before the footlights of a metropolitaa 
theatre. His impersonation of a half-witted scion of nobility completely upset 
the equilibrium of the critics, and we verily believe they scarcely knew 
whether to hail the new actor as a genius or a clown, s0 different is his style 
to that of any other actor they have been accustomed to see represent the genug 
swell. There certainly was some reason in the hesitation evinced by the 
critics in declaring the merits of this performance, for anything so nearly 
approaching outrageous burlesque as Mr. Sothern’s Dundreary could not bg 
met:with. He goes to the extreme verge of extravagance, and taxes nature ag 
far as possible. He stretches probability to its utmost limits, and draws ¢ 
icture the original of which we admit we never saw, but which we should no 
be surprised to find in every pegtopped, whiskered individual we meet in 
society, so artistic is Mr, Sothern's creatjon, and so vivid is the impression {& 
leaves. In this singular part of Dundreary, the actor has to read a letter; an@ 
this is dono with so many eccentricities of delivery as to induce the audience 
to re-demand it every night—an honour generally reserved for musical per- 
formances only. To attempt to describe Lord Dundreary would be to signally 
fail, for such humour and peculiarities as are presented in the character could 
not be conveyed by tho pen. Wo may, however, remark that Mr. Sothern's 
enunciation is s singular mixture of a drawl, a strutter, and a sneeze—tha 
effect of which is supremely ridiculous. Putting the question of nature, and 
the advisability of reflectingit on the stage, on one side for the moment, we ara 
bound to say that we never remember seeing such a piece of acting as Mr. 
Sothern presents us with ; and to those desirous of ascertaining how far beyond 
probability a truo artist can carry peculiarities without being accused of over- 
stepping tho limié of possibility, we say emphatically, go and see it. The 
actor has, in our opinion, acted wisely in varying the tints of this part night 
after night: it proves that he eee from impulse, and that his humour is not 
cut and dried for the occasion. Of the merits of the play we shall not speak at 
any length: it is neatly constructed, and not badly written. Its chief charac- 
teristic is, that it is constructed for tho display of the talent of an actor ina 
part which has nothing at all to do with the plot. . 
On Saturday last the comedy registered its 101st night in tho pills. It has 
been played with unabated success, and on Easter Monday will bo re-produced, 
and will doubtless keep the boards during the Exhibition season.

THE MATCH FOR £10 A SIDE BETWEEN NED DWYER 
AND JACK HURLEY. 


TuHeEsE youthful aspirants for fisticuff knowledge took the field on Tuesday 
last, for the stake mentioned above, as the Mammon reward of their com- 
petitorship. They had previously tried their hand, some eight weeks back, 
on old suburban marshes near the metropolis, but, after hammer and tongs 
work for lh. 40min., during which period 30 rounds were fought, various 
gentlemen of the blue brigade, with ali the civility with which they are noted 
in the locality referred to, demurred to any further impulsive measures, and 
the whilom combatants wisely beat a retreat, in order to follow out the 
Hudibrastic axiom—to live and fight another day. Master Hurley scored up 
twenty-six years of existence on the 22nd of March last, having been born in 
the environs of the Talbot, the site of which is rendered so famous in Chaucer's 
Pilgrimage to Canterbury. He reaches 5ft. 6}in. in his understandings, and in- 
formed us that his weight was as near 9st 2lb as possible; he had been out 
for a few breathings at Wandsworth, but had not a sufficient training time of 
it to recruit evidently exhausted physical ability, and fit himself for ‘pugilistic 
display. Teddy Dwyer, who hails from the populous district where the Primate 
of England holds ecclesiastical watch and ward by Thames side in Lambeth, 
is yet in his teens; and will not even number twenty sumnrers until the 16th of 
the ensuing November; he drew down 9st Sib in the scales, and, in altitude, 
was 5ft. 7jin. The men, who fought catch-weight, had duly staked their 
battle-money, and Tuesday was mutually agreed to for a settlement of 
quarrel as to supremacy; and Dwyer had clearly got himself into good 
condition by some strong exercise at Fulham Fields, where the once famed 
Regent-street pet (John Smith) is now sojourning as host of the Normeh 
Arms. It mayfbe mentioned, ea passant, that neither of the men have ever 
before stripped to the buff within a legitimate roped arena The interest 
attached to the contest might strictly be deemed a local one, but we took 
especial care that our sporting friends on the Surrey side of the water should 
not find us remiss in furnishing a few special particulars of the doings of the 
day. Recent sharp practice on the part of the police authorities rendered the 
managers of the trip somewhat wary, and, at a fresh hour, they steered from 
@ well-known railway station to a famed river side depot, some twenty miles 
from the modern Babylon, and on by boat to old ground. The fight com- 
mencéd at twenty-three minutes to four o'clock, when the betting ruled at 
evens. Dwyer, as we have noted, looked in by;far the better condition, having 
all the fresh, budding promise offyouthful energy and vigour, With @ longerreach 
and cover of guard, despite Hurley’s more preponderating showy style of action. 
Both adversaries looked remarkably confident, and it was plain that they had 
made up their minds for a mill, rough and tumble as it might be. For reasons 
which will be manifest by our accompanying commentary, We abstain from 
giving the names of the seconders, and, under such painful circumstances, it 
is also unnecessary to enter into any detail of the tournay, A summary must 
therefore suffice. In the very first round the Lambeth youth planted a severe 
stinger with his dexter fin over the left optic of Hurley, and from an instan- 
taneous cut of an inch in length gushed that ruby tint which indubitably pro- 
claimed “first blood” for Dwyer. More, too, of such ehafeuxr morgeurx 
evidences were traceable in the fifth bout, when Teddy popped in a straight 
one with the left on an old sore on the nasal promontory. Thus carly “ihe 
kid” showed a visible superiority in muscular attributes, and, while forcing ihe 
fighting at the commencement of each round, displayed his strength by 
twirling over his adversary 4t each close, and spilling hin. on the green sward 
without intermission. Twenty-eight minutes had elapsed when they had fought 
eleven rounds, when Dwyer had not @ single mark on his figurehead, while tile 
old bird’s mouthpiece, left peeper, and nose were all disfigured and redolent of 
ruby gushes. In the 14th round there was a claim of foul, that Ned had hit his 
old pal while on his knees, and this undoubtedly was so, but the referee 
properly deemed it accidental, and so they ranged on to a continuance of the 
work they had engaged in. Even by this périod we had the character of the 
fight completely defined: it was no finished or artistic performance—indeed, 
for mere novices, it could not be expected=-but both stuck gamely to 
business, until certain bustling exchanges became too warm for Hurley, 
and, as he found his thorough master in strength, he constantly 
got down when in difficulty. Hurley, watching his opportunity 
narrowly in the 2ist round, had a turn for himself, and dealt out some 
facial investments which made Ned's daylights sparkle again, and, directly 
upon an exchange, he continued to escape danger, and missed a well- 
intended upper-cut from Dwyer’s right. Inthe 23rd meeting Ned's left peeper 
and his under jaw first showed marks of his opponent's handiwork, and had be- 
gan to discolour and inflate. He became, as the Yankees would say, excessively 
riléd at such unexpected favours, and, making up his mind for thischief, he let go 
the painter with his left, which dropped so heavily on the snout thatthe blow sent 
Hurley backwards to mother earth, and first knock down blow for Dwyer.was 
claimed and allowed. In all eighty-six rounds were fought in two hours and 
twelve minutes, when an unluck back-fall cast Hurley into a total state of uncon- 
sciousness and Dwyer wasimmediately acknowledged asthe winner. The punish- 
ment on both sides was great, Dwyer not showing itso muchas IHfurley, in con- 
Bequence of his condition. Ned took the lead from the very commencement, 
never once attempted to shirk encounter, was first always to the scratch, while 
his opponent fell or was thrown full SO times out of the 86 bouts registered. 
Youth was at the helm this journey, and it was surprising to see the extréme 
gameness which Hurley displayed in meeting a younger, fresher, and strotiger 
adversary. The game was decided upon its merits; there was no trickery or 
evasion in it, and no standing Still instead of going in for active work and to 
finish. Hurley was conveyed to Guy’s Hospital the same evening, and never 
Pave utterance to a word until the following morning. For the first and last 
time these men have performed in aroped ring. With Hurley, as with Nolan, 
or the best boxer that ever held up his buch of flves, want of proper training 
cast the die against him. Men never will understand this, until it is too late; 
they may even be, infunny parlance, too clever by half, but absolute strictness in 
training is the essential. ‘To avoid it brings on thé victimisation of backers,

THE BIRMINGHAM RING. 
GALLANT AND DETERMINED RENEWED MILL 


BETWEEN HARRY ALLEN AND MORRIS PHELAN, 


It will be well remembered by our readers that these men fought last Wed- 
nesday week at Barn’s-green, Worcestershire,,and that after the men had 
contended 92 rounds, occupying 1h. 32min., a body of police put a stop to the 
mill. Allen was committed to the Worcester Quarter Sessions, but he having 
friends in court who offered substantial bail, which was taken, [larry was 
once more set at liberty. It must be, borne in mind that-this little bit of busi- 
ness before the beaks took place at King’s-heath, three miles from Dirniing- 
ham, to which place Harry. soon landed himself, and had an interview with 
the referee, and stated that it was his wish to fight again on Saturday, or any 
day before the week was out, ‘The referee therefore ordered thé men to meet 
hin at Mr. Morris Roberts’, the Leopard, in Dale-end, on Thursday night, at 
eight o'clock. The men and their backers met accordinzly, when it Was 
arranged that the referee should name a time and place, which was Saturday 
morning, and to meet at the Snow-hill station at six o'clock, which order the 
men and their friends cheerfully obeyed: and they met for the second time in 
battle array in a meadow two miles from Knowle, Warwickshire. On stripping 
Phelan showed with the left eye very much bruised and blacked, and the right 
hand a little swollen. Allen’s forehead showed several marks of violence; his 
right hand also was a litile puffed. The names of the seconds are omitted for 
obvious reasons. At ten minutes to eight Allen entered the ring, and was 
quickly followed by Phelan. A few minutes were occupied in stripping. At 
four minutes past eight the lads crossed hands and commenced 


THE FIGHT. 

Round 1—Both men appeared anxious to begin, still they displayed more 
tact, each in turn trying to draw the other. At neteah Phelan tried his left at 
Allen. This was neatly stopped. He tried again, and dropped his left on the 
right eye of Allen, inflicting a cut, and then on the nose; again on the nose, 
which he also cut. Twice more did he reach the damaged nose, when Allen 
shot in his right a fine cross-counter on the left ear of Morvis, who again visited 
Allen's nose. Allen then, as quick as lightning, put in his right on the jaw. 
This brought the men to a close, when some good merry in-fighting with both 
hands took place, all on the face, until both men fell. 

Round 2—Both cautious; Morris feinted; Allen on the instant stepped in 
with the left on Phelan’s nose, who spotted his left on the forehéad of Allen. 
Morris tried it again, but missed. The lads then sparred and dodged in all 
parts of the ring, At last they exchanged left-handed shots on the nose; 
Morris landed his left on Allen’s throat, and Allen countered Morris on the 
nose, who popped his left on the forehead. Allen then resolutely dashed in 
both hands on the nvse of Morris; to a°tlose, and both down. 

Round 3—Morris up quick, but not kept waiting. He dashed his left on 
Allen’s nose twice, which brought them to a close, when some rattling good 
ding-dong fighting took place. A struggle for the fall, when Allen was thrown 
a buster. 

Round 4—Both bleeding from the bridge of the nose; they no sooner met 
each other than they countered, Allen planting on the nose of Phelan, who 
returned on the forehead. Allen followed Phelan all over the ring; good 
counters, both on the dial. Again Morris reached Allen's nose, who was short 
in his return. At it again, Allen on the throat; Phelan landed both hands full 
in the face. A close good in-fighting, Phelan down, both men bleeding. 

Round 5—After a little sparring Phelan sent a little one on the mark. 
Allen’s left went over Morris’s shoulder, to.a close. Allen pegged away right 
and left. he friends of Allen applied to the referee, saying that Phelan was 
gouging their man. “That official cautioned Phelan. The lads kept on fight- 
ing ; Morris got on Allen’s forehead and left eat, cutting it, to a close. Both 
on nose—good in-fighting—Allen thrown and bieeding from left ear and fore- 
head, while Phelan was bleeding from the nose and eye. 

Round 6—Allen dashed in left and right, planting his left hand on Phelan’s 
nose and left ear, who popped in his left on Allen's forehead. Both down. 

Round 7—Phelan crept in on the mark to aclose; good in-fighting, all at the 
face, Struggle for the fall; both down. 

Round s8—Strange to say, so fast as the men had been fighting, they did not spar 
for wind. Phelan on with his favourite left on the nose; Allen on the eye of 
Morris. Fine left-handed counters followed, when Allen staggered and fell 
across the topmost rope, with his hands on the ground outside the ring, and 
his feet inside. Phelan kept thumping away at Allen in this position, A cry of 
foul, and the reféree ordered the men to their corners. 

Rounds 9, 10, 11, and 12—Fine two-handed fighting, both men smiling and 
taking their gruel without flinching, and going in with the uttermost deter- 
mination. In the last of these rounds Allen was thrown. 

Rounds 13 and 14—After slight sparring the lads as usual got to their work 
with both hands. In the 14th round Allen landed @ fine right-hander on 
Phelan’s ribs, which sounded all round the ring. 

Round 15—Both up to time, and at it; both catching 1, 2, 5, on the face. 
Allen followed up, made his right on Phelan’s jaw: Phelan returned on the 
nose. The men now fought—now closed. Good exchanges in favour of Morris; 
both down. - 

Rounds 16, 17, 18, 19, and 20—In all these rounds the men fought in the same 
determined manner, give and take being the order of the day. Notwithstand- 
ing both men’s hands were much swollen, every one round the ring speaking

the throat, which made Morris try to swallow it. However, after a while, 
Morris made his right on Allen's nose, knocking Allen off his legs. 

Rounds 22 to 80—Allen’s face shining like a looking-glass. In all these 
rounds the men stood to their work like troopers, each one trying with all his 
might to stall the other off, Allen always being down, Morris having slightly 
the best of it. 

Round 3i—The fast fighting had now began to tell on both of them; Phelan 
sparred for wind; all of & sudden Phelan tried the slip, but Allen nailed him 
on the nose, and again on the throat; to a close, Phelan pegged away at the 
eyes, while Allen made a couple of good upper cuts; both down, Allen under.

Each man was disabled of one arm, Phelan had hurt his 
leftarm and Allen his right; besides this both men’s hands were swollen so 
much that it was remarked round ihe ring that they resembled boxing-gloves 
more than anything else. The seconds of the men, therefore, advised them to 
shake hands and draw, which was accordingly done, thus ending one of the 
best and gamest battles ever witnessed in 87 rounds and lh, lomio. Let our 
readers remember that this is » draw without any humbug, the men having

RACKETS. 


THE OXFORD AND CAMBRIDGESHIRE RACKET MATCH. 

On Friday last, the day preceding the great rowing match, the annual 
racket match between the gentlemen of the two Universities came off at the 
Prince’s Club Courts. This is the fifth year of the matches, the results of which 
have been as follows:—1858. Oxford won double and single-handed matches; 
1859. Oxford won both; 1860, Oxford won both; 1861. Cambridge won the 
double and Oxford the single: thus making seven matches for Oxford and one 
for Cambridge. 

On the day of the fifth contest the excitement was very great, and the court 
was uncomfortably crowded long before the hour of play. Punctually. the 
match was commenced, Messrs. Walker and Kennard for Oxford, and Messrs, 
Ainslie and Sainsbury for Cambridge. The toss was won by Oxford, and the 
game was commenced by Mr. Kennard, Cambridge was the first to score, the 
Oxford players marking 8 to 4. The Cambridge partners both went in, but 
neither scored; Mr, Kennard, ‘‘in his hand,” made 6 aces, leaving his partner 
1 to get to win. First game to Oxford, amidst loud cheers from that side of 
the house. ‘the second game: Mr. Walker went in without scoring, the Cam~ 
bridge party making 6, their opponents scoring 2, then 3, and 3 again. By this 
time Cambridge was 12, Oxford going in at 8 to 12, and bringing the game to 
12 all.. Cambridge then went in and won the game, the last ace being made by 
Mr. Walker's hit being stopped by his partner as it came from the wall. Third 
game: Oxford scored the first ace; Cambridge, amidst loud cheers, made 14 
aces in one hand, Mr. Sainsbury scoring 9, and Mr. Ainslie 5; six aces more to 
Oxford, and then Mr, Walker hit his ball below the board. The fourth game 
was well contested, but the hitting of the Cantabs was too severe for their 
opponents to make way against. At the close of the gau.e Mr. Walker and 
his pariner made a great effort, and brought their game from 4 to 11; but 
Cambridge wanted but two aces, and Mr. Sainsbury got them by two services. 
The fifth game was all one way, Cambridge winning game to 3. Since last 
year more improyement appears to have taken place in Mr, Ainslie'’s game 
than in any of the four, 

After the termination of the University match, a four-handed game was 
played, in which the two leading players of their respective Universities, 
Messrs. Walker and Ainslie, were opposed to Mr. Dyke and Mr. Prince, jun. 
The first.and second games were well contested, but the present players found 
more than their match in the old Oxford player, assisted by so fine a performer 
as Mr. Prince. 

On Monday the great single-handed match between Mr. R. D. Walker, for 
Oxford, and Mr. Ainslie, for Cambridge, came off. However much discomfited 
by their defeat on the river, the Cambridge men must find balm for the sore 
in the tr.umphant success they have met with in the racket court, where their 
victory was unequivocal. The attendance was large, and the interest mani- 
fested very great, as was evinced in frequent and hearty cheers. The result of 
the play was as follows:—Mr. Ainslie won the first game, 15 to 6 ; the second, 
15 to 11; fourth, 15 to12. ‘The third game, won by Mr. Walker, was the least 
spirited; it was set to 8, and was won from that point without Mr. Ainslie 
scoring.
